Sensitivity (allergy) to 
something or otlier is often 
the cause of cankers, althoogli 
(bat Isn’t saying it Is always 
the cause. 

From long habit, fieople are 
more used to saying, "What 
can I take to get rid of my 
troulile?" rather than "What 
must I avoid to get rid of the 
trouble?" 

But, as you've learned, 
avoiding something may tw 
the real solutkxi. 

If the offender is a food (as 
often it la, witti cankers) the 
trick is to find o»Jt which food. 
An elimination diet is usually 
the iiest way to find nut. Cut 
diet (town to a few fexids ttiat 
ai'e not commonly known to 
cause allergies. Then add new 


fiHHls, one at a time every few 
days. 

Keep in mind that It is pos¬ 
sible for trrMible to lie related, 
at times, to f(MKls which for 
most people are not trouble¬ 
some. Wheal, milk, eggs, 
Ollier ordinarily "safe" foods 
can ixither some peofile. 

The method you followed 
was a good one, and it worked 
for y(Nj. 1 wish a lot of other 
canker sufferers would do the 
same thing, instead of exiiecl- 
ing a remedy to l)e pnivided 
for them. 

But 1 also want ]ieople to 
keep in mind tliat there can 
lie some pitfalls. The cankers 
may not result from a fn(xl 
but from something else. And 
if rite method you descrilied 
does not identify a trouble¬ 
making food, then susfiect 
that one of the basic staple 
foods may be at fault.

Decisions for Parliament 


T he CANADIAN PEOPLE may be aUe to take 
some comfort from flgurea Juat releaaed by 
the manpower department in Ottawa ihowing that 
unemployed men and women in mid-July totalled 
M4,000 aa compared with 518,000 a year ago. They 
may be encourag^ Iw the thoi^t that thii la an 
improvement of 37,000 over the figura of June. 

But a cloaer examination of the atatiatlca, par¬ 
ticularly when the rate of unemployment ia related 
to the uncertain pixiapecti now facing the nation, 
may atifle any inclination to cheer. 

People will be pleaaed to note that, according 
to the f^eral authority, it waa in the 14-24-year- 
old a^ group that the gain occurred. DuriM the 
month ending July 15 no fewer than 270,000 of 
them were abeorb^ into the labor force. And thia 
In face of the fact there were only 246,000 new Joba 
available over June's offering. 

In what is generally considered the more hn 
poi*tant sector, the over-25 male group, there was 
no change In the rate of employment. 

There was a decline in employment for women 
over 25 of 40,000, although thia is said to be less 
than the usual loss for this perlbd of the year. 

The number of unemployed in July represent 
ed 5.7 per cent of the labor force, now standing at 
0,068,000, up 209,000 in a month. But although this 
percentage compared favorable with the 6.2 pei- 
cent of June and 5.9 per cent a year earlier, the 
decline in the seasonally-adjusted rate was much 
less. 

The adjusted rate, it should be remembeied. 
Is designed to take Into account the normal slump 
in winter and the incieesed summer oppoi’tunities. 
This rate declined only from 6.4 to 6.3 in July. 

Using thfe seasonally adjusted rate, the picture 
|.s a little different from what the over-all stattfAios 
»eem to paint. 

The decline for the nation was due entirely to 
^ the continuing achievement of Ontario, where the 
rate dropped to 4.6 from 5.1. 

In the Atlantic provinces the rate rose sharply 
to 9.4 from 8.8 per cent. In Quebec it was up frac¬ 
tionally from 8.4 to 8.6, and on the prairies 4.7 
from 4.3. British Columbia’s rate was unchanged at 
7.3. 


In other words, exospt in Ontario, the national 
employment picture Is aa gloomy as ever. 

In recent years Canadians have become Inured 
to unemployment figures which are not actually ac¬ 
ceptable in any circumstances, Utey are accus¬ 
tomed to hearing that they must acce^ an increas¬ 
ing responsibility for unemplovables, for those on 
welfare and even for those who do not choose to 
Join the labor force. This Is a soclo-ecohomlc prob¬ 
lem for which governments at all levels have been 
gix>ping for an answer. Elven a small improvement 
in the employment situation is hailed by the optim¬ 
ists and the politicaHy aligned as something to cele¬ 
brate. In fact, it is nothing of the kind. 

In Great Britian, Where just 3.7 per cent of the 
working population ara out of jobs (not including 
the 45,251 unemployed in wartom Northern Ire¬ 
land) the figura is considered close to calamitous. 

Percentages and seasonal rates are misleading 
when they deal with human resources. It Is the 
994,000 men and women out of work that bothers 
the United Kingdom, juat as it should be the more 
than half million jobless In this country on Otta 
wa’s conscience. 

Canada should face the further fact, addi¬ 
tional to the sad state of the economy of which the 
unemployed are a symptom, that the United States’ 
dramatic move towards protectionism for self 
preservation is going to njrther complicate our 
domestic affall's. 

The advice of the old Tory chief, John Diefen- 
haker, that Parliament should be ret*onvened im¬ 
mediately is sound. For not only must there be 
debate In this crisis but the utmost effort for na 
tional solidarity. 

The issues facing the government, and (he 
counti’y, ara too vital, too solemn, too urgent to be 
left In the hands of Mr. Tmdeau’s ministera, how 
ever well intentloned they may be. For if they 
could not find the foimula to ease the nation's 
stresses before — the unemployment, the Inflation, 
the wild cost and wage spiral, and the rast — what 
can they hope to accomplish now after the shatter¬ 
ing effect of Mr. Nixon’s bombahell? Only the Com¬ 
mons can speak for the nation in such a situation. 


A Most Sudden Change 


PRESIDENT RICHARD NIXON’S decision to 

fiveze wages and prices in the United States 
for 90 days, followed by a transition period to avoid 
inflation when the restrictions ara lifted, must go 
down in history as one of the most abrupt dianges 
of mind by a national leader. 

One can only Imagine the arguments that con¬ 
vinced him this must te his course, in the weekend 
of private talks with advisers at the presidential 
tnountaln-top ratraat in Camp David, Mainland, 
which pi’eceded his announcement last Sunday 
night. 

Rut the I'emarkable fact Is that only eleven 
days l)efora the announcement, President Nixon 
Was saying that even a wage-price review board, 
pi oposed by a dozen senators of his own party as a 
step shoi't of imposing absolute controls, “would be 
considered only if hearings can convince me that 
enforcing an incomes policy could be accomplished 
without stifling the economy.” 


This statement Is clear and straightfoiward 
enough even though It may be oitt of context. Actu¬ 
ally President Nixon was finding fault with wage- 
and-price guidelines, such aa those tried by the 
Trudeau government in Canada, which he said had 
failed because they Involved voluntary compliance 
“and in most oountries persuasion only works for 
three or four months.” 

At that point, in an unscheduled White House 
news conference, the president was contending that 
the American economic news waa good, despite the 
second-highest government deficit in peace-time, 
the growing trade Imbalance, International attacks 
on the U.8, dollar, the recent 8-per-cent steel 
price Incraase, high unemployment and continuing 
inflation. It may have been easy for his political ad¬ 
visers to convince him that this credibility gap was 
growing too Wide. But It was a long jump indeed 
from opposing enforcement of an incomes policy to 
a wage-price freeze only eleven days later.

Secret to the remote control 
aro cables buried in the 
roadbed These trasmit a con¬ 
trol signail to the in-car au- 
todrivar devioe. 

The autodriver will hava an 
estinfMted cost of about t300 
each and may be fitted to all 
automobiles by the year 3000, 
according to the Road Re- 
search Laboratory of the Brit¬ 
ish Ministry of Tranaporl.

Apart fnHTt the |300-par-oar 
cost for the autodriver, guid¬ 
ance cables under the surface 
of main roads end highways 
will run an estimated |13,000 
I>ar mile.

The British pmjert follows 
hy about 10 years some exten¬ 
sive experiments in remote 
guidance of oars hy the re¬ 
search laboratory of General 
Motors Corp. in Michigan. 

A GM research sixilcesman 
said this week that the experi¬ 
ments were aimed ai pmvid- 
ing lateral movement control 
of cars via buried cables and 
an electronic receiving device 
in experimental cars 

In addition to its own exper 
Imeta, OM worked with sci¬ 
entists from RCA Oorp. on a 


multi-oAT system which WM 
Blmed At providing brakliig. 
aeceieratlcn end stopping aon- 
tynl, es well as GM's steering- 
only guidfutoe. 

One serious problem en¬ 
countered WM the variability 
of density in reinforoed con¬ 
crete used for superhighways. 
As material became more 
dense in spots, the signal 
from the buried cable wea¬ 
kened and "confused” the re¬ 
ceiving set in the experi¬ 
mental cars 

This problem, the (iM 
spokesman said, is capable of 
solution In fact, an Ohio 
State University professor of 
electricsl engineering, Robert 
Feton, is continuing develop¬ 
ment of the cables. 

A more serious problem — 
and one which may lead, in 
the end, to dropping the ex¬ 
periments at GM — was lia¬ 
bility. If something malfunc¬ 
tions and there is an accident, 
who is liable? If the car is 
under remote control, the 
driver perhaps cannot he 
blamed. Df>es one then sue 
the company which built the 
guidance system? Or GM. 
which, presumably, would 
have the receiving device in 
the car? 

No-fault auto insurance has 
since made an appearance in 
some North American juris- 
dlctios. As a body of legal 
piecendsnl on no-fault is built 
up, ihe system may coma up 
for re-invaatigation. 

Another problem with the 
guidance system, according to 
another GM spokesman, is "a 
chicken and egg situation." 

"What do you do first In¬ 
stall the cables in the iviad 
and offer the receivers as op¬ 
tional equipment? Or put the 
receivers into new cars and 
create a demand for cables?” 

But the problems will be 
worked nut, the GM research 
man said The Industry will 
forge ahead with guidance re¬ 
search.

Ifie Canadian 
market of 21 miUlon con¬ 
sumers is not big enough to 
generate this standard of llvr 
ing. 

The 11.8., on Ihe other hand, 
has a populatien of over 200 
million — the world's richest 
market, replete with huge re¬ 
sources of capital and techno¬ 
logy. In short, Nixon can af¬ 
ford economic nationalism. 

The president has honored 
the spirit of the Canada-U.S. 
Automotive Agreement by ex- 
enspting Canadian automotive 
products from the surcharge 
tax. Also exempted are raw 
nuterials. Nevertheless, hia 
policy tends to ignore the al- 
most-total dependence of Can¬ 
ada on the U.S. economy, 
ndiich receives nearly 70 per 
cent of Canada's exports. 

Because of the continental 
nature of the U.8. and Canadi¬ 


an economies, there was good 
reason for prior oonaultation 
between Ottawa and Waehlng- 
ton before Nixon made bis 
move- There was also good 
reason lor giving total across- 
the-board exemption in Cana¬ 
da on die surcharge tax. 

Yet such prior oonsuttattan 
as wall as iha axamptvm 
turned out tn be impoMllil* ** 
a result of the deterioration in 
ranada4J.8. ralattons that 
has resulted since Tisideau 
and Ninon came to olftca. 

During the past ftraa years, 
the Americans have eonsis- 
lentiy cnmpletned of what 
they Conaider to be the unilat¬ 
eral actlans of the Trudeau 
government. Ifie iseuee are 
varied m they era tnanyt En¬ 
ergy matters, the Arctic. 
NATO, ABM. the daolalan by 
Ottawa to blook an American 
takeover of Denieon Mines, 
the actions of the OnMita gov¬ 
ernment against U.S. econom¬ 
ic intereota. Censds's ad¬ 
ministration of the Automcbile 
agreemOTIt. and so on. 

More Important than the 
Issues Is the breakdown m 
c«immunication end goodwill 
that hM occurred since 1968. 
In the past, Ottawa could aas 
lly get exemptions and even 
preferences from the Ameri- 
nans. This is no longer the 
case. 

Tiiidpau can meke head¬ 
line-stealing trips tn the USSR 
and Yugoaiavia. But in Wash¬ 
ington he is regarded with 
soma suspicion, and unfortu¬ 
nately It Is in the U.8. and not 
Yugoslavia or the USSR 
whera Canadian jobs art gen- 
eratad. 

Tha Canadian govemmant, 
which has eaohawed a conti- 
nantal approach to the North 
American aocnomy, now is 
put in the ambarrasaing poci- 
tion of demanding that the 
Americans act as good conti¬ 
nents! neighbors. A govern¬ 
ment which has lieen ld«>. 
lifted with economic national¬ 
ism and uiiilateral actifsi must 
now condemn the same type 
of behavior u4ien it is prac¬ 
tised south of the border. 

Ironically, tha cry against 
American investment in Cen- 
eda has now in effect been an¬ 
swered by Nixon's surcharge 
and his tax incentive pro¬ 
gram. Under the terms of this 
Ux Incentive prwam, U.8.

So many warnings are 
being iKsued alxMit (he poi6ons 
that lurk in the garden that ll 
might he a gor>d time tn point 
nut that a great number of 
common plants have been 
healing man's aliments sinra 
tha tteginning of recorded 
lime 

Intelligent persons refuse to 
eat f<H)d unless they know its 
source nr who prepared it; 
likewise, wide-awake adults 
and children never chew on 
parts nf gmwing plants. Aside 
from ttie [M)ssii)ility nf con 
taining dangerous ingredients 
they also may have lieen 
sprayed with t^hemical pes¬ 
ticides. 

The ancient medicine man 
had some fairly cogent ideas 
about the thera|)eutio value of 
(ertain plants and the be¬ 
witching effects nf others 
While he was scoffed at tor 
generations, investigations in 
this century have disclosed he 
was right on the scientific, 
track, (k’spita his lack of mod¬ 
ern training. 

The most quoted exaiTqile. 
of course, is the ancient Fast 
Indian herb Raiiwolfia Ser 
(ssnlina (a member of Ihe 
dngtiane family I It is just one 
of the old witch doctor’s many 
remedies that now are treated 
with respect. Rauwnlfia was 
used in many areM of the Far 
East for its calming affects 
and parts of tha plant also 
yielded emetics and cathar- 
ties. Today, synthasixad. It is 
used to treat a variety of ills, 
ranging from high blow! pres- 
sum to mantel dlaordara.

ma In India, the same mate¬ 
rial was considered a tax 
leant: among the aborigines of 
North America, an ^nli 
syphilitic, and in Old Mekico, 
a remedy for pneumonia 
Ephedrlne is still used today 

The American Indians used 
wintergreen for rheumatism; 
modern training camps 
wouldn’t iM without nil nf win¬ 
tergreen to massage into mus¬ 
cles In ease stiffness. Ancients 
apiilied Ihu wet bark of witch 


ha/el In pouilicc form; today, 
witch haxel. an alcoholic dis¬ 
tillate of Ilia hark, is used as 
a remedy for bruises and 
sprains. In Bolivia and Peru, 
coca leaves were itofMilar for 
untold centurits liecause they 
increased the native's endur 
ance on difficult journeys. In 
I860, the alkaloid cocaine was 
isolated from coca and em- 
liloyed as an anesthetic. 

The aenna plant. Cassia i''ls- 
tiila, has a lengthy mpdical 
history. It was used as early 
as the 8th Century by Arabian 
physicians. It was brewed into 
a special tea and many of 
today's grandmothers can re- 
memher senna lea as a house¬ 
hold remedy. Some years ago 
e group of scientists at the 
University of l^nndnn devel¬ 
oped a teohniqiia for deter-

ac stimulant and diuretic. 

Spring untriii is famous as 
Ihe hicarhonale nl soda of me¬ 
dieval limes. Tlie tiny Imlh 
fnim which Ihe flower sprouts 
in late winter was Ihe liase of 
Tincture Crocl. a cure for 
colic and dys|)e|»aia. 

Lily of Ihe valley. Oai- 
vallaria Marjalla, is the 
source nf convallamarin, a 
heart stimulant that in Uie 
18th Century was considered 
supurior to all others. 

Libelia, tha cardinal-flower. 
I^obelia C^rdinaJla, provided 
tha American Indian svith 
iMvas for a poukioe used to 
aliavtate tha ifcohlng of poison 
Ivy and poison oak, as annoy¬ 
ing appxrantly to tha first 
Americans m to later ones 

Autumn crocus or Cnlchi- 
cum keeps popping up in Ihe 
liages of history. It first won 
recognition as a death-dealing

Ex-Manager Sent to Prison 


fitephen Terence Garland, 
tormar manager of a Victoria 
brokerage firm, was sen¬ 
tenced Thursday to Victoria 
Provinoial Court to serve 
tiu'ee yaors to prison for TO 
counts of thnR by conversion. 

Garland. 83, of 3530 Mid¬ 
land, Oak Bay, pleaded guilty 
Aug. 10 to all counts. Total 
amount of monay involved in 
tha series of tfaafis was about 
$85,713. 

A thrae^ar sentence was 
imposed by Judge William 
Ostler for tlie first count of 
the 70-count charge. Tlie 
count involved theft by con¬ 
version of a $1,000 Hydro 
Power and Electric Qommis- 
sion of Ontario bond owned by 
Lucille Whitelaw. 

Garland received a three- 
year term for all other counts 
to be served concurrently 
with the sentence imposed on 
the first count. 

On Aug. 10 oourt was told 
ttist Garland, vriiila a sales¬ 
man for a brokerage firm at 


C3tlgary, Alts, from 1965 tn 
1968, committed 34 tiiefts by 
conversion involving shout 
$48,884 

Garland, court was told, 
was transferred tn Victoria 
early 1968 and became man¬ 
ager of the firm’s Victoria 
brancii. From 1969 to 1871 he 
comntitted 36 thefts by oon- 
version involving about 
$46,838. 

Ail dahinturei. notes, totar- 
ast coupohs and aharas, evi¬ 
dence showed, were taken 
from clients of the br^erage 
firm and converted;tiy Gar¬ 
land for his own usef 

A number of oliaractar wit¬ 
nesses appeared in oourt Aug. 
10 and stated, to affact, that 
Garlguil la an alqpbolic witii 
personality defacta but haa 
shown good potontial for reha¬ 
bilitation. 

In his summation Thursday, 
prosecutor John MacIntyre 
pointed out that Garland af>- 
proacliad die charaoter wit¬ 
nesses for help when he was 


diargeri "or when he knew lie 
was going tn he charged-' 

"He suddenly develojied a 
sudden desire for protassional 
jieopk* to help him," Alacin 
tyre said. 

.Vlacintyre claimed Gar¬ 
land’s dasiro for help came 
ahiMjt long after he began tiie 
series of thefts and said this 
desire has been set up as his 
defence. 

"This man was to a position 
of trust. Tlie fact is he had 
been cold-bloodedly commit¬ 
ting these offences for the 
past five or six years. Now, 
he is an alcoholic, so he says. 

"Cases like this are coming 
up with alarming increase in 
this court," Maoinlyrt 'oaid 
He moved for restitution and 
a lengthy jot) term. 

Defence coupaal Uoyd Mc- 
Kenzia told court: "I'm not 
trying to assert thie man’s al- 
cotiolism sIxHild be an excuse 
fur what tie has done." 

McKenoia pointed out Gar¬ 
land will pay dearly for wiial 


he has done He said the de¬ 
fendant will no longer be hotrd- 
able, his employment oppor¬ 
tunities will lie narrowed, ha 
uill lie pursued hy the bond¬ 
ing company for restitution 
uiMin his release from pristm 
and he will be burdened with 
a guilty conscience. 

"Within the framework . ., 
of data we have, h# is a sensi- 
tivx, intelligent man of good 
family," McKanzi# said. 

Ostler, before passing s«v 
tance, said: "The sooused 
man was plundering trusting 
clients. The fact that he was 
bonded doesn’t mjtlgata tha 
offences 

"There ts a large body of 
ev idance that he is a chatted 
man — spiritually, morally 
and physically. Ha has dona 
liimstU irraparabla harm.

NEW YORK (UT) - Two 
kindt of Americans have lieen 
flying to Europe thlt tummer. 
The happy hlietei't. thote 
from U to 96, have gone into 
the wild blue with hint Jeans, 
guitars and special, out-rate 
fares. Those over 96 — the 
camera-clutching types in 
neat wash*and*wear suits -r* 
have ti-udged aboard paying 
the full rate: anywhere from 
9900 to |i00 for a round-trip 
ticket. 

Now the squares are strik¬ 
ing back. Four persons have 
filed separate suits in New 
York and Philadelphia, asking 
for a wiv>T>ping total of |B0 
millkm, involving all 14 over¬ 
seas airlines. Tiiey contend 
that the out-rates for Juniors 
are discriminatory. They 
want the millions — If they 
can collect — reimimrsed to 
everyone In their age catego¬ 
ry who flew full-fare this sum¬ 
mer. 

Lawyers for the plaintiffs 
argue that the airlines have 
hb ri^t to charge one fare for 
one age bracket and a higher 
fare for an older one. 

‘Tt's Just tiie rankest ty|)e 


of discrimination agaiftst mid¬ 
dle America," Dennis Blsman 
of Philadelphia said. *Tf the 
airlines had done this by ra¬ 
cial or religious category, ev¬ 
eryone would have cried out." 

Anthony Lnfrisoo, an attor¬ 
ney of New York said, "The 
tiling is really absurd- Yoq 
don’t need to be ap astute 
lawyer to Bgure somsthing Is 
screwed up."

MONTREAL (UPI) — MUUona of graaohoppara tompad 
up and down Montreal itreata Thursday dodging tratfio and 
oltofing to pedaatriana during tha aaoond day of tbe great 
malani^us (enuirubrum tovaalon of ItTL 

A local newapaper, noting the great amount of tha winged 
Inaects, even publiahed a recipe for graaahoppert boiled in 
oil. It aaid a well-cooked graaahopper will be a morael of 
"gourmet taete.” 

"We may have to rename Montreal the graaahopper capi¬ 
tal of the world/' raid a diaguated driver of a street sweeper 
assigned to the downtown St Catherine's Street district. 

Dr. V. R. Vickary, an entomologist at MacDonald Cbllaga 
in Montreal, rjdd it was the largest grasshopper Invasion 
since 1960. Ha attributed the large influx to last wintar'a 
heavy snowf'iil which provided excellent insulatlan for graaa¬ 
hopper eggs. 

"There are about four or five species jumping around in 
Montreal, but the most prevalent is the malaidoplua femuru- 
hrum which you can find from the Northwest Territories all 
the way to Florida,’' he said. 

Vickery said that the grasshoppera will not he able to get 
too much food in downtown Montis and will either starve to 
death or be killed by traffic. 

Downtown Montreal, expecielty the St. C^atherine's ^^at 
area where most shops are located, was a virtual '^rassnbp- 
per battlefield cemetery with miUlona of the insects lying 
dead on the street, sidewalks, or gutters. 

In addition, miUlona more clung to the sides of office 
buildings in relative safety, except for the water hose used 1^ 
building mamtcnance worioers «4io tried to clean them off.

Dream Come True? 


Tlie Airmation of a rattonal 
systam of political partias in 
the U.8. — iong the dream of 
political acientista can ba 
dated from the 1972 presiden¬ 
tial elections. 

The first atraw in the wind, 
of course, was tha announce¬ 
ment by New York’s Mayor 
John Lindsay tliat tha pra- 
vioua summer he was chang¬ 
ing his ragisti'ation from Re¬ 
publican to Democrat -- his 
slogan being, ’’Vote for tha 
candidate of your choice in 
tha party of hia choice." 

His goal, ha said at tha 
time, was to form "a new na¬ 
tional coalition" comprised, 
naturally, of liberal RapubU- 
cana and moderata Demo¬ 
crats. 

As thaail two groupa had 
more in common with each 
other than anyone else in the 
political spectrum, tha con¬ 
cept worked lika a charm. 
And soon Lindsay was vying 
with Senators Muskie, Bayh 
and Jackson and Congress¬ 
man Pete MoQoakey An* the 


nominaition of what came to 
be known as tha "i.,ibican- 
modocrats” 

Siphoning (>ft the liberal Re- 
pubhcana from tha GOP 
seemed for a time to endan¬ 
ger the hopes of President 
Nixon for re-election. But tha 
president had shrewdly fore¬ 
seen the threat and had pre¬ 
pared a counterattack by ap- 
iminting John Qmnally, a con- 
sarvativa Democrat, to his 
cabinet. 

It was then a simple matter 
for tha president to dump 
Spiro Agnaw from tha tickat 
in favor of Connelly — thus 
attracting consarvativa Demo¬ 
crats to his moderata RepubU- 
oan banner. 

'Rta two graupa found they 
thought much alike, parBou- 
laiiy whan it came to federal 
spending, the war in Vietnam 
and oil depletion allowances. 
Therefore, the C3on- 
domodareps enjoyed an un¬ 
heard of degree of party 
unity. 

But Agnew was understan¬ 


dably miffed by his rejection. 
This gave him something to 
talk about with other conaar- 
vativa Republicans who wart 
miffed at Nixon for visiting 
Red China. 

So it was that Agnew, Gov¬ 
ernor Ronald Reagan and tha 
entire Buckley family joined 
with Governor George Wal¬ 
lace's American Indepen¬ 
dent Party to form a new 
force In national politics, tha 
Consarvativa AIPs. 

They discovered they got 
along just fine aa long aa they 
limited their oonvarsation to 
tha communist manaca, bu¬ 
reaucrats and the New York 
Times. 

Tha need tor a fourth party 
fx) tha latt bacama ctoar pdum 
farmer Senator Eugene Mc¬ 
Carthy was no longer even 
mentioned in the public 
ion polls for the Danuicratia 
nomination. 

The Paacalib coalition ha 
formed with tha more stable 
elements of the Peace and 
Freedom Party attracted all 


liberal Democrats, lovan of 
poatry and Senators George 
McGovern and Fred Harris, 
who weren’t doing too wall ei¬ 
ther. 

Thus there were four par¬ 
tias on tha ballot in 1972 — 
each oompriaed of thoaa who 
thought more or lata alikt on 
the iasuea and ware therefore 
able to offer uncompmmisad 
platforms. 

Tha political sciantlits wars 
elated. "Thanks to this dmstic 
revision of our entire poUtloal 
system,'* aaid one, "tha 
American voter will at least 
ba offered a clear-cut choice 
between candidatet honaetiy 
expraaatog dltferaut aolutions 
to tha probtoms wa faea. M 
last, demoefaey wQl woak-" 

In tha end, tha candidate 
who emerged viotorkiui in 
1972, as in all subaaquent elec¬ 
tions, proved to ba tha one 
who spoke most einoeraly into 
the glaaa aye of tha televiaion 
camera. 

Nothing much alas changed 
either.

Civility Needs Rules 



Amarioans who have visited 
England ara uaually aharmad 
and sui*prlaad at tha good 
nTanners displayad thara, both 
privately and publicly. One of 
the thlnga that pleaaas them 
moat is tha ease wiUt which 
tha ordinary parson can gat 
torough to tha head of a oom- 
pany. 

For instance. It is custom¬ 
ary for tha president of tha 
largest bank in London to 
pick up hia own phone whan it 
rings. Ha doaan't consider it a 
toaa at ataitui that ha ian't pro¬ 
tected by several layers of 
haughty funotlonarias. as his 
opfKwIta number in the U.S. 
would. 

But this kind easy cout- 
tesy and accessibility must t)c 
j two-way street, as it is in 


England. 'Hie Briton knows he 
will not be imposed uixm and 
his privacy will not be violat¬ 
ed wiUtoUt good reason. 

Americana, on tha other 
hand, demand what they are 
not willing to give. I have 
always answered my own 
phone whan I am at my desk, 
even whan my aaorttary is 
thara; thaoraUoally, It's 
simpler, quicker, and mart 
human to talk to anyone aho 
wants you than to deal 
through an intarmediary. 

PracDcally, however, I 
have found that nxiat Ameri¬ 
cans take advantage of thia 
accessibility, wbithout the 
sllgiitttst thought nf intrusion. 

The average caller will 
launch into a long disctiasion 


nf wtialevar la bolharing him, 
without pausing to inquire it 
you have the time to discuss 
it. Ha will ask an Involved 
question, or lodge a otxn- 
^alnt, or expect you to as- 
plain something you wrote a 
month ago and would taka an 
hour to document or verify. 

And whan I aay that I am in 
tha middla at writing a sol- 
umn and would appreciate it 
If the caller put hia request 
Into writing, so that I ooqld 
anawar it at my laiaura, ha Is 
more likely Insulted than not 
at my "iieremptory" attitude. 

Radier than Iwing pleased 
that 1 took the trouble to an¬ 
swer the fihnne |«rsonaliy, he 
is resentful that I won’t drop 


everything at tha moment to 
taka care of hia request. 

Now, civility, aa it is prac¬ 
tised in Britain, must have 
clearlyniafinad rules and Umi* 
tatlona; otherwise, the game 
won’t work. If a man ia going 
to put himself at your diapoa- 
al, you must respact the ges¬ 
ture and return the oonaider- 
atlon. Without reoiproolty, 
there oan be no ganulne 
human comi|Mjnliiation and 
wa lapse into bureaucracy. 

Americans are ao busy at- 
aertlng their "rights" that 
they neglect the obvious obli¬ 
gations which those rights en¬ 
tail. As long as wa infringe on 
nlhers' {irivacy, we shall con¬ 
tinue to be rebuffed by public 
barriers that dehumuntae all 
our instltuiioiia.

In short, the United states 
has revoked its promise to r»t 
deem in gold upon demand 
the dollar holdings of foreign 
governments and their central 
banks. 

The praoBoal effect of the 
action la to devalue the dollar 


in comparison to most other 
cun*encies. The amount of the 
devaluation will vary from 
one foreign currency to an¬ 
other and will be fixe^ bv tbe 
laws of supply and demand in 
interpatiofial exchange mar¬ 
kets. 

In the argot of the money 
markets, the U.S. dollar is 
being permitted to '‘float." 
Other currencies — including 
Canada's have been floated 
before but never the U.8. dol¬ 
lar 

The U.8. dollar is in a 
unique position because the 
international exchange rates 


of all other currencies are 
fixed in reiatiunship to the 
dollar. With the dollar float¬ 
ing, no one knows for sure 
what a dollar will be worth to¬ 
morrow or next week oi' next 
year in terms of French 
francs or British pounds, Utr 
instance. 

This means thecp also will 
be uncertainty about the ex¬ 
change rate ot pounds (or 
francs because both those cur¬ 
rencies were fixed hi relation 
to tlie now uncertain U.8. dol¬ 
lar.
